During the ride from Washington to In-
dinnapolis the president was received every-
whore with anthusinsm. Eince daylight 1o-
day every atation through which the special
train passod was thronged with people nnx-
four o cnteh & glimpse of the prealdent
Btops were made only at division stations
and at some of them hundreds of poople
hed sathered to greet Mr, Roosevelt and
to show thelr kindly fecling for him. To
members of hia party aud 1o the people
Prosident Rooscvell expressed plensure ail
belng beought Into touch with thowe whom
ho likes tu call hin friends.

Fhort Speech nt Mttaburs.

Presidont Roosevelt spent the day chiefly
In rending and ehatting with Mrs. Roose-
velt and Mr, and Mra. Douglas Robinson.
AL nearly every station whero the traln
slowed down the president appenred on th
reur platferm of s car and bowed ae-
kuowiedgment to the cheering people, Al
Plusburg, where the train stopped for o
fow minutes, the swation wns thronged, but
only a fractional part of the crowd was
permilited on the platforia near the traln
“Tu them the prealdent expressed his pleas-
ure At the opportunity offered to aee them
wnd added: “You may depend upon it |
will do all that (i me lea to show you that
you made no mistake on November 8"

Whie the traln ran through Pittsburg
the president cuine out on the rear platform
of his car, bowing and waving bis hat to
the people assenibled al every vanlnge
point along the track. The windows ol
factories aund shopn ulong the line were
filled with facen of workmen, who cheorvd
and waved hats and bandes as the traln
swept by,

At Breubenviile, O, the sintion platform
wus banked with men and women and
ohilldren, scores of whom waved Amevican
flugs n extending thelr greeting to the

I'm a lUfe-long demo-
erul, and I wish you good luck."

RERLIN nEARS TWO nNUDGETS

German Naval Esntlmnt and Pr ian
Army Expenses Will De Heavy

BERLIN, Nov. 5. —~The naval budget, Lie-
sides two bettleships, rreovides for one arm-
ored crulker, two mmall orulsers, two gun-
boats, one of them for river wervice in
the fur enst and one mine laying stenmer
and 75,000 Is asked for submarine experl-
ments. The wppropriation totals §53,000,000,
of which $17.517.500 1a for ship bullding. Of
the 3418000 increase over last year thero
Is only §208760 jncreuse for ship bullding.
The remninder s for docks, const defenmse,
artilery barracks, pensions and misceilane-
Ous expenses.

The Prussian army budget for the coming
vear In estimated 4t U000, an Increass

of 11,250,000, The Baxon army budget s
placed at SLLOMGLMO, wn Increns: oF $426,000,
and that of Wurtemberg at 10 «4,000, an
Incrense of BIH000, Of these additions of
about one-tenth to the military c¢xpenses

$3.560.000 |a for the creatlon of reserve fleld
artillery being one-ninth of the $29,250,000
necoansary for that purpose. The sum of
$2.260,000 I8 asppropelated as the first In-
stallment of §20.250,000 for new riften.

Prussia and Baxony add four battallons
of Infantry, two regiments of artlllery and
fifteen squadrons of cavalry to the existing
eatablishment. New barracks must be built
before the new contingents are organized
and the number of horses must be Increased
for the existing artillery besidea those re-
quired for the new formations. Numbers
of changes and additlons are mude In the
organization. The addition to the peace
strength whan the plans proposed by these
budgets and that of Bavaria are reallzed
will be about 160,000 men, ralsing the peace
establishment to about 621,000 officers nnd
men.

The North sea convention was signed at the
Forelgn ofMce this afternoon by Forelgn
Minister Lamsdorff and Ambassador Har-
dinge.

The text will not be published before
Monday, when It will appear in the Officlal
Messenger, but the Associated Press la able
to say that the conventlon contuing slght
articles on the lines already published, em-
bodying an amendment requested by Russia
to article Il, providing that the commilssion
shall determine the degree of blame by the
addition of the words “‘subjects of elther
power or olher stite.'
